County Fair 


The Chamber of Commerce 
also sponsored and supported 
the Utah County Fair which was 
first held in buildings in th 
downtown area and later at the 
fairground on South University 
Avenue where tents were later 
replaced by permanent 
buildings. The fair, held suc- 
cessfully for many years, was 
eventually abandoned and has 
now become an item in history. 

During the years of World War 
‘Il, the Chamber office was the 
focal point for county-wide 
salvage and bond drives. The 
Chamber also supplied many 
men and women who worked 
with the government on various 
ration boards. 

Alpine Loop 

The Alpine Scenic Loop road 
around Timpanogos Mountain 
was once a narrow, dangerous 
dirt road. For ten years, the 
Provo Chamber of Commerce 
carried out a program of con- 
tinuous promotion, urging the 
state, county, and federal 
governments to cooperate in 

- building the present paved high- 
way which is one of the most 
spectacular scenic roads in the

state, 

Succeeding Mr. Jenkins as 
manager of the Chamber of 
Commerce was Robert 
Halladay, who served for four 
years, followed by C.E. 
Peterson, who served until 1960. 
William K. (Bill) Wotherspoon 
became manager in that year,

In 1957, Chamber offices were 
moved to their present location 
at 290 West Center. When the 
new Provo City Municipal 
Building, currently under 
construction on South Center 


Street, is completed, 
Chamber of Commerce 
occupy offices in the new 
building. 

Since the establishment of the 
Provo Chamber of Commerce in 
1921, a total of 42 persons have 
served as president of that 
organization, under whom 
thousands of Provo business and 
professional men have worked 
together to improve the com- 
munity by bringing about 
greater prosperity and better 
living conditions.
